cess. It Is for a large 
border or 


estate or grounds on a landscape 
basis. For a small garden it Isn't. Tt 
merely means deciding what you are 
going to do and just where In the 
garden you are going to do it, put- 
ting the decision's on paper so that 
you may make other decisions on 
garden operations -without confusion 
or conflict. 
The chief benefit of a 


plan on paper to follow is that it 
economizes time and effort and you 
are not required to stop in the midst 
of operations to figure 
what you 


shall do or where you shall put this 
or that row or clump or plant. 


If you mad-? a plan last year, it is 


the working basis for this year. Tou 
will know in what particulars it did 
not work out well or suit you and 
changes can be made for trial. It is 
an excellent plant to make notes 
and file them -with the plan during 
the course of the season for refer- 
ence -when >ou plan for 
the next 
year's garden. 


In planning the vegetable garden,

German Inventions Important 


Much talk has been expended on 


the possibility of Germany "going: 
under" In the sense that she might 
sink In civil war and anarchy. In 
Germany itself extreme pessimists 
already talk of reversion to the con- 
ditions of the "Thirty Tears' "War" 
when the country was laid -waste by 
battles of religious 
fanatics 
and 


German progress set back by gen- 
eration. But 
nobody who has ob- 


served the German nation since the 
war can credit the possibility of any 
such disasters to a people that since 
those remote days of three centuries 
ago has become the most highly dis- 
ciplined In Europe, the most order- 
ly, and that has reached an unrival- 
ed level of technical skill and Inven- 
tiveness. 


It is unnecessary to concur entire- 


ly with the historical record con- 
tained in the National Socialist Cal- 
endar for Youth, wherein the Hitler 
youngsters are taught that of the 
fourteen "most Important" inven- 
tions from gunpowder in 1380 to the 
dlrigfbl* airship In 1900, ten were 
made by Germans. But the record 
of scientific and technical progress 
is too full of German names to per- 
mit belief that such a nation, adapt- 
ed as almost no other nation to the 
requirements of the industrial age 
can cease for any length of time to 
be In the 
ranks of the first-class 


Powers. 
Under any flag, whether 


the Black Red Gold of the Repub- 
lic, the Black White Red of the old 
Empire, the Swastika. Banner 
of 


Hitler, or the Red 
Hammer 
and 


Sickle, the German national char- 
acteristics remain supremely fitted 
for competition In 
the 
technical 
epoch. 


The question at issue for the im- 


mediate moment is, "Can Germany 
pay?" "What is going to happen in 
Germany?" These 
Questions just 


now are acute. From the perspective 
of the nation's entire life they are 
only for the moment acute, and no 
observer of German industry can 
fail to obtain the Impression of a 
potential strength that must event- 
ually restore this country to a fore- 
most place. 


Best witness to these observations 


are the German chemical industry m 
general, the "Interessengemeinschaft 
Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft,'' 
known in Germany as the "I. G." 
and abroad as the "German Dye 
Trust," and the Ammonia 
WorKs, 


Merseburg, known everywhere as 
the "Leuna Works" in particu?ar. 
Formed in 1916 from the groups 
that after 1904 had dominated the 
German chemical industry, the "I. 
G." wag vastly expanded In 1925 and 
became not only the largest corpor- 
ation of any kind in Germany but 
the largest chemical trust in the 
world, with a capital of 1,100,000,000 
marks or nearly $300,000,000 more 
than 100,000 employes and an out- 
put of every 
conceivable kind of 


chemical and allied products from 
dye stuffs to explosives and pho- 
tographic articles from alloyed met- 
als to artificial silk and from per- 
fumes to fertilizers. 


Chemical Patents Ix»t 


To form a proper estimate of the 


achievements of this concern, talc- 
ing it as representative of German 
chemical Industry as a whole, It 
must be recalled that the war cost 
Germany virtually all its chemical 
patents and secrets. At the same 
time the war spurred German in- 
ventiveness to such efforts that once 
hostilities ceased 
German chemical 


products again began to pour out 
upon the world's markets, in such 
quantity, quality, novelty and cheap- 
ness that within a few years they 
had 
overhauled 
and 
outstripped 


American chemical exports and in 
1929 the relation was $327,000,000 of 
German to $232,000,000 of American 
chemical exports. 


If this could happen in a "defeat- 


ed" country what, one might ask, 
could be expected of that country 
when It "shakes off Its chains," as 
Hitler puts It? The Leuna Works 
give a graphic Idea of the achieve- 
ments as well as the set-backs of 
German chemical Industry, and offer 
an index of some value for an inves- 
tigator into the general question of 
Germany's present ard future ec- 
onomic condition.

817,400,000 marks plus interest and 
amortization on her private foreign 
loans making a total of around 2,- 
500,000,000 marks or about $600,000,- 
000 on the passive side of her bal- 
ance of payments. 
To meet this 


sum she had 1,642,200,000 marks ex- 
porting surplus an estimated 175,- 
000,000 marks from abroad for ser- 
vices, shipping receipts, etc., making 
a total of Just about the sum of re- 
parations payments or 1,817,000,000 
marks, and leaving a debit of about 
683,000,000 marks, or around $160,- 
000,000 that theoretically had to be 
covered by payment of gold or by 
borrowing money from abroad. 


Now, 
the "I. G." argues, Germany 


buys abroad around $100,000,000 of 
mineral oils yearly. 
If she could 


cease these expenditures by produc- 
ing all her requisite mineral oils at 
home, the extra $100,000,000 would 
have enabled her in 1930 to have 
come within $60,000,000 of meeting 
her reparations plus private debts, 
in other words every demand of her 
political and commercial 
creditors 


abroad. 
This calculation of course 


presupposes normal- credit 
condi- 


tions. • 


The credit crisis that has frozen 


trade and all financial transactions 
throughout the world 
since 1930 


makes such calculation for .the mo- 
ment practically inapplicable, since 
the demands upon Germany now are 
not merely for the payment of'inter- 
est and sinking funds, but for the 
repayment of the capital of her in- 
debtedness. But under normal con- 
ditions, and supposMg 
the 
credit 


crisis to be dissipated, the applica- 
tion of this 
one item 
of saving 


$100,000,000 by a single chemical in- 
vention would have 
enabled Ger- 


many in 1931 theoretically not mere- 
ly to have paid all her reparations 
and interest on private debts, but to 
have had a net surplus as well. 


High Export Surplus 


For Germany's export surplus in 


1931 was well over two and a half 
billion marks, or $600,000,000. Add to 
that another 175,000,000 marks or 
$40,000,000 for services, and another 
$100,000,000 
of savings 
by the 


Leuna method of replacing foreign 
with domestic benzine, and a total of 
around $740,000,000 stands against 
the round $600,000,000 
or $700,000,- 


000 required for payment of repa- 
rations and interest on commercial 
debts abroad. 


The calculation remains theoreti- 


cal, but not fantastic, and not in the 
class of those frequent attempts to 
"manufacture 
gold to free Ger- 


many" that have absorbed the at- 
tention of hopeful souls from Luden- 
dorff to many less prominent ever 
since the Versailles Treaty. For the 
Leuna Works that began the hydro- 
gen process of manufacturing ben- 
zine in April, 1927, is already pro- 
ducing about 120,000 tons of it a 
year, about 10 per cent of the na- 
tion's requirements.

To protect Its produc- 
tion of benzine it must have a heavy 
tariff, but the imposition by other 
countries of heavy tariffs on artifi- 
cial fertilizers and the construction 
during the last few years of fixed 
nitrogen plants In a score of coun- 
tries has helped throttle the nitro- 
gen production at Leuna from 1,500 
tons in 1929 to Its present output of 
275 tons.

pacity of 1,000,000 tons from these 
two works alone Is nearly 
twice as 


large as the entire nitrogen produc- 
tion capacity of the United States, 
reckoned for 1930 
at 578,000 tons 


But since Leuna showed the way

Hitler hajj promised to "shake off 
the chains." What his followers ex- 
pect of him Is perhaps as important 
as what he hns promised, and Wei- 
mar and Brunsw.ck, where Hitler 
men have sat in the Government, 
may give some clue to the expecta- 
tions of the Hitler masses.

"This is addressed to the man in 


overalls—behind the grocery counter 
and in the cab of a motor truck—every- 
one known as a working man. It is ad- 
dressed especially to that man who 
says, 'I don't pay income taxes, why 
should I worry?'" 


With the above as its opening state- 


ment the Chicago Journal of Commerce 
has launched an intensive campaign to 
educate those who are not directly pay- 
ing the expenses of government, to 
some of the appalling wastage that is 
going on in the name of government, 
and to pay for which income taxpayers 
must send their checks, but that eventu- 
ally hurts, and cannot help hurting the 
working man as certainly as the mulct- 
ing of our banks of high burglary in- 
surance premiums will hurt depositors 
and borrowers as well as stockholders 
who all must eventually foot the bill. 


One need not subscribe to all, nor 


nearly all, that has been written in criti- 
cism of governmental wastage to easily 
arrive at the conclusion that much of 
this extravagance approaches the ab- 
sur.d, and in time may drive the coun- 
try to the border of despair. 


In relation to the Department of 


Commerce at Washington the editorial 
mentioned continues: 


"Do you realize—just as a typical 


illustration—that this very Department 
of Commerce is going to spend 45 mil- 
lions this year—is sending out millions 
of circulars, books, letters, etc. by 
franked mail, a great majority of which 
is thrown into the wastebasket ? Have 
you any idea of the cost of preparing 
these millions of government publica- 
tions? Can you visualize the tax-ex- 
empt army—29,000 employes in the 
Commerce Department alone—living^ 
on the taxes you and your employer 
pay?" • 


And consider right there that the 


post office department last year oper- 
ated at a deficit of 156 millions, most 
of which was made up from income 
taxation, and the cause of which lies 
in substantial part in the handling of 
innumerable tons of printed matter 
scattered over the land like April show- 
ers to tens of millions of people who 
do not want it and pay no attention to 
it. 


Here is seen the great difference 


underlying the operation of a private 
and a governmental business. We are 
never going to entirely erase it. But, 
aware of its existence, and constantly 
alert to its dangers, we may minimize 
it. 


A departmental director at Washing- 


ton gets a "good idea," and becomes 
enthusiastic over it. Largely through 
personal reasons he may secure the ap- 
proval of the expenditure made neces- 
sary to put the "good idea" to a test. 
Millions are therefore spent. They will 
continue to be so spent until*the ab- 
surdity of the expenditure is plainly 
exposed. 


A private business dares not operate 


along such impractical lines. It has 
no bottomless golden treasury into 
which to delve. Its directors must ex- 
amine cautiously into the cost of every 
"good idea." They must 
carefully 


weigh the chance of results. They will 
probably try out such an innovation in 
one city, await returns, weigh conse- 
quences. Few arc so bold as to im- 
mediately risk the millions it requires 
to cover the country. 


Of course, the standard of the dollar 


is not the only standard by which to 
. measure governmental projects. They 
must also be weighed by the standard 
of spiritual and cultural benefits to the 
people, but those benefits, despite their 
importance, must not be given an un- 
reasonable significance. Just because 
they cannot be measured, the tenden- 
cy is to give them more importance 
than they deserve. 


The real curse o( the prevailing sys- 


tem, in so far as worker is concerned, 
lies in liis failure to sec what hurts 
him when he is hurt. He may feel a 


pinch but h« often mieses the cause or 
source. 


Someone has suggested that public 


officials in recent years may have been 
reading scriptures and come across the 
expression, "There went out a decree 
in the days of Claudius Caesar that all 
the world should be taxed," but they 
need to be admonished in Herrick's 
famous lines, that states "ought to 
shear, not skin their sheep." 


ORDER OR DISORDER 


In declaring an act of the last leg- 


islature that sought to return one of 
several suspended lawyers to practice, 
an improper exercise of the legislative 
power, Mr. Justice Owen speaking for 
the supreme court of Wisconsin firmly 
and clearly met some of the prevailing 
issues—or if not reaching that dignity, 
gossip, of the present day. 


He said that the court approached 


the question appreciating "the delicacy 
in considering the disputed question 
involving legislative and judicial pow- 
er." 
He was aware of the fact that 


when a court overturns an act of the 
legislature it subjects itself "to the 
criticism of usurping power.'' But ev- 
en though the question be delicate and 
even though the court be sure of criti- 
cism, must it hesitate or exhibit ti- 
midity "by indicating a disposition to 
avoid responsibility"? 


The act under discussion, regardless 


of the purpose of the legislature, will 
serve here as a healthy and expressive 
example of what might be expected to 
happen, what certainly could happen, 
were the court without the authority to 
check a trespass upon the judicial pow- 
er vested in it by the constitution. 


After the supreme court of Wiscon- 


sin had suspended a lawyer from prac- 
tice for misconduct 
the legislature 


passed an act authorizing him to prac- 
tice before the courts. True enough 
the act only referred to one particular 
lawyer but if the legislature had the 
authority assumed where could it not 
go? "This statute presents an asser- 
tion of legislative power without paral- 
lel in the history of English speaking 
"people so far as we have been able to 
ascertain," said the supreme court. The 
legislature sought in effect to overrule 
a judgment of a court. In reality it 
not only undertook to exercise an ex- 
ecutive power of pardon but a judicial 
power of overruling a judgment. 


If it could do this for a suspended 


lawyer wiry could it not set aside any 
judgment for damages that one citizen 
might get against another? Or one af- 
fecting the titfe to property? 
Or the 


conviction of a felon? Why could it 
not grant a divorce to some favorite 
desirous of casting off the handicap of 
a wife and the responsibility of raising 
a family and who wished only to flit 
with the butterflies? 


It wouldn't even have to stop there. 
All the authority which a city, 


through its council, exercises, belongs 
originally to the legislature and comes 
to the city only because delegated to it 
by the legislature. Why shouldn't the 
legislature delegate to the city council 
authority to supervise and review the 
verdicts of juries and the judgments 
of local courts? 


Of course, its sponsors would say the 


examples are extreme, and absurd, that 
no such thought was in their minds, as, 
of course, there was none such, but the 
court has only the right to deal with 
rights and not with .the wisdom of ex- 
ercising those rights. It deals only 
with the question: Did the legislature 
have authority, and not did it exercise 
the authority wisely? 


Were not the legislature to be kept 


within its privileges set out by the peo- 
ple in the constitution, and they are 
vast, we undoubtedly would end up 
with a botch instead of a system. 


And certainly we don't want to be- 


come a Bedlam.

foundation of gold, is the action taken 
recently by some of the West Coast 
republics of South America. 


Following a conference held at Lima, 


Peru, the central banks of Colombia, 
Ecuador, Bolivia, Chile and Peru have 
decided to transfer their gold reserves 
from London to New York, and to 
form a closer alliance with the Anieri- 
ican Federal Reserve system. An ef- 
fort will be made to induce other South 
American countries to do likewise. 


Not only is this evidence of the 


growing supremacy of New York over 
London as the world's financial center 
but it also is in line \\ith the agreed 
policy of these ccntial banks that the 
quickest nay to economic recovery is 
to remain on the gold standard.

I take It the Secre- 
tary meant that such children are 
not taught or required to brush 
heir teeth regularly. If he meant 
omething else he should have ex- 
plained what he meant, for the con- 
ext was as I have Indicated. 


I hold my opinion about brushing 


he teeth—I think it is all a waste 
of time and money and the 
habit,

Be Patient 
When Child 
Is Talking 


BIT ANGELO PATRZ 


Little children are confused In 
their talk. They use many words 
In strugglirr to make their Ideas 
clear to you- Sometimes it is diffi- 
cult to know just what they are 
trying to say but if on» will wait 
patiently and encouragingly, the Idea 
will come clear. You see a child nas 
to talk himself Into clarity. 


When he begins to tell you a story 


the little child has not a clear Idea 
of what he wants to say. He has an 
impression moro or less vague and 
until he gets it out in words, hears 
himself telling it, he cannot make It 
clear. He has to keep on talking 
until It becomes clear to him. Then 
he makes it clear to you. 


This is what makes people think 


that 
little 
children don't 
Know 


what they are talking about. They 
do know. What they lack is a vocab- 
ulary and skill in using it. As they 
talk the ideas becomes clear and 
words come. In the process they 
stammer stutter, make 
gestures, 


grimaces, contradict themselves, re- 
peat themselves endlessly. Never 
mind. They will arrive if you will 
Just be encouraging and helpful. 


Don't look severely at a little child 


who is struggling to tell you some- 
thing. Don't snap at him impatient- 
ly. If he seems to stick in the bog 
of his own thought pick up his stoiy 
and carry It a little way. Review in 
clear words what he has told you, 
ask an easy question about what is 
to come, and he will take a fresh 
start. That is the way he will learn 
to talk freely and clearly. 


Older children have something of 


the same difficulty in reciting their 
lessons. Often they study silently. 
There is a difference In knowing a 
thing silently and in stating It in 
clear speech. "Aw, I knew the ans- 
wer. I studied it last night so I 
couldn't miss but she wouldn't give 
me time." 


What happened was like this. The 
teacher asked a question and called 
on this boy for the answer. He rose 
and began talking. His talk was 
wandering, 
pointless, 
stammering 


and the teacher lost patience and 
said. "That's bad." The boy knew 
his lesson in silent •words. He had to 
feel his way to It In oral language 
That meant time. The teacher had 
no time because the class was too 
big. Nobody is to blame but the 
child pays too high a price for this 
unfortunate condition. 


If the teacher will prepare for this 


groping child by picking out a ques- 
tion for him before classtime and 
telling him she will ask him to 
recite on it, give him a chance to 
prepare it in oral language, he will 
do better. If she teaches him. to an- 
swer his questions aloud, when he 
does his home study, he •will «oon l>e 
as apt •with his tongue as the next. 


Bo very patient with children 


who are trying to talk. None of us 
has ever said what we wanted to 
say. In the silence of our minds 
we prepared a lovely speech but 
when we had to confide it to our 
blundering tongues most of its lovely 
quality vanished: Haltingly, clum- 
sily we told our tale. Consider this 
when you are dealing with children. 
Clear speech is the overflow of a 
clarified 
thought. Did 
you 
ever 


struggle to clarify a thought? The 
best way to do It Is out loud. And 
that's exactly what the children are 
trying to do. Be patient

aerie of Eagles. The petition, repre- 
sented 25 per cent of the voters, it 
was reported. It was signed by the 
special committee on resolutions of 
the aerie, and asked that the water 
works commission 
prepare plans 


of procedure without delay. It fur- 
ther petitioned that the council sub- 
mit the plans to a referendum vote 
the next spring the result of which 
the council would accept. 


Inasmuch as the proposal concerns 


a water commission. Alderman Carl 
Loehning suggested the Eagle resolu- 
tion should be studied 
more thor- 


oughly. Alderman Loehning moved 
the petition and resolution be sub- 
mitted to a committee composed of 
the council water works committee 
and two outsiders to investigate and 
to report at next meeting. The mo- 
tion was lost by 
a 5 and 4 vote. 


Those voting in the negative were 
Aldermen Bellin, Hanson, 
Harder, 


Martin and Stilp. Those voting for 
the motion were Aldermen 
Loehn- 


ing, Aylward, Freeman and Stuart. 
Alderman Ebert was absent.

Louis Swane and August Raprag- 


er, Eagle members, claimed that out 
of 40 members present, there were 
only two who objected to the peti- 
tion and that from the general opin- 
ion of many more members,, they 
were positive the vote against a 
change in the city's water supply 
would be almost unanimous.. 


Alderman Aylward 
wanted 
the 


matter referred to the water com- 
mission. He claimed that the city 
had authorized the commission to 
prepare plans and had appropriated 
money for such plans, and said that 


' the commission should have some- 


thing to say before a matter for 
which it had spent time and money 
is turned down.

Tornado Most Violent of AH Storms, 


but Usually Its Life and Scope 


Are Strictly Limited— 


Winds at 500 Miles 


an Hour 


The tornado is the most violent of 


all storms, but compared with most 
other storms it is of brief duration 
anil covers a relatively small area. 
The entire life history of a tornado 
is usually limited to less than an 
hour, and the path of its destruction 
is Seldom more than a quarter of a 
mile wide. At any one place along 
the path the storm 
does not last 


more than a minute or so. 


A tornado travels over the earth 


at a. speed of from 25 to 60 miles an 
hour. At the same time it spins on 
its axis, and it is this rotary move- 
ment that causes havoc. The speed 
of rotation has 
never been mea- 


sured, 
but is supposed, from the 


terrific 
feats 
of destruction 
ac- 


complished, to 
amount to 400 or 


500 miles an hour in some cases. 


Like 
thunderstorms, 
tornadoes 


may 
occur in some part of 
the 


Unite* States in any 
month of 


the year. 
In winter 'and 
early 


spring they may 
be expected 
in 


the 
Gulf 
and 
South 
Atlantis 


States, but with 
advance of 
the 


season, they 
occur 
farther 
and 


farther to the northward. 
Febru 


ary and March are the months of 
greatest 
frequency in the 
East 


Gulf and 
South 
Atlantic 
States, 


Jur.e in the Mississippi Valley, and 
July and August in the Middle At- 
lantic and New 
England 
States. 


The five states in 
which torna- 


does are most 
frequent 
are Ar- 


kansas, Illinois, Iowa, Kansas and 
Missouri, averaging from 
four to 


seven a year. None are known to 
have occurred 
along the immedi- 


ate coasts of the United- States. In 
the last 25 years 
one has 
been 


reported in each of the Pacific and 
Plateau States; about 10 in 
each 


of the Rocky Mountain States and 
somewhat more in the interior and 
the Atlantic States. 


The long dangling cloud always 


present in a true tornado—called a 
funnel cloud, though it assumes a 
variety of shapes—forms high in the 
air and works its way downward. 
Wherever it touches the ground It 
gathers a cloud of dust and debris 
around its lower end1. The 
cloud 


marks the location of the atmos- 
pheric whirl or vortex, and destruc- 
tive effects are always limited to its 
Immediate vicinity. 
The whirl not 


infrequently 
rises clear of 
the 


ground at places along the path, and 
when it does so it leaves objects un- 
derneath it unharmed. 


The vortex is a region of much 


reduced 
atmospheric 
pressure, 


though, despite many statements to 
tho contrary, it never approaches an 
actual vacuum. In ai extreme case 
the pressure 
may be 
reduced as 


much as one-tenth 
of its normal 


x-alue. The difference, however, be- 
tween the pressure In the whirl and 
that of the air inside a build-Ing at 
the moment the storm passes over It 
is sufficient to explain the so-called 
explosive effect of the 
tornado on 


buildings, manifested in the break- 
ing of windows and sometimes in 
the collapse of walls.

mileage of 6.98 per cent; canals and 
connecting channels, 
except 
the 


Great Lakes 1.76 per cent; Atlantic 
coast rivers, 1.73 per cent; Pacific 
coast rivers, 0.61; Gulf coast rivers, 
0.41, 
and other waterways, 0.01 per 
cent. 


The chamber pointed out that the 


figure of more than 77,000,000,000 
established during a period of eight 
months was equalivent to> about 18 
per cent of the net ton-mileage fig- 
ures recorded by the Class I rail- 
ways in the United States during 
the 12 months of 1930.

The deep wrinkles on his face be.

peaceful career, to which military 
experiences were only incidental. 
From a 39 acre farm in Neuorwerk 
In the province of Silesia, Germany, 
he left at the age of 20 for three 
years of compulsory military train- 
ing-. From the same farm he was 
summoned In 1866 and again in 1871 
to bear arms. 


While the war with Austria was of 


shorter duration than 
that with 


France, the latter was less strenuous 
on the common soldiers, Mr. Bloy 
avers. 
Railroad transportation to 


the French front was available to 
the troops, whereas 
tedious 
foot 


marches across the hills and vales of 
Bohemia were required in the at- 
tacks Austria. In the Seven Weeks' 
war, the Prussians were equiped for 
the first time with the needle-gun, 
newly Invented about the time of 
the American Civil war. 


Disposing of his farm In Silesia, 


Mr. Bloy and his family left Ger- 
many in 1874 and came to settle at 
Forest Junction, where relatives had 
earlier located. Whatever Old World 
animosities he may ever have har- 
bored, were" discarded in the new 
home. Among his new neighbors, 
with whom he became very intimate 
was one Joseph Plutz. On becoming 
acquainted, it developed that, un- 
known to them at the time, they had 
fought each other in the opposing 
armies of the Seven Weeks' war. 


When the war between Germany 


and the United States was in prog- 
ress in 1917-1918 
his youngest son, 


Theodore, now operating a farm on 
route 2, Hilbert, was enlisted against 
the parental fatherland, seeing ser- 
vice in the trenches at Verdun with 
the" 137th Machine Gun company at- 
tached to the Thirty-fifth division.

It took Washington completely by 
surprise. Its reverberations ran up 
and down the whole corridor of na- 
tional politics. Its 
bomb-like be- 


havior was so perfect that when the 
smoke began to clear no one could 
tell what ingredients of dissatisfac- 
tion or ultimate design had set it 
off. 


Hard To Believe 
Stalwarts at the' very 
center of 


republican 
party 
affairs,

bassador's confidence, received the 
news

ap- 


proaching unbelief. 


One of the first to telephone the

The partner of the Declarer usual- 


ly has an "all gone" feeling when his 
stubborn partner insists on playing 
a hand at a suit declaration when 
the Responding Hand 
is void of 


trumps This feeling must be doubly 
accentuated when the Declarer finds 
himself without any cards of the 
suit and saddled with the responsi- 
bility of playing it at that declar- 
ation.

Texas, sent me the hand below, in 
which West had the unusual ex- 
perience 
of making a game

South, by the line of play adopted, 


made 4 tricks with his trumps, but 
these were the only tricks for North 
and South players. The only merit 
of this hand is its unusual bidding 
as East and West, following con- 
ventional lines, should easily have 
reached a game contract in clubs, 
Even a Slam in clubs is makable 
with accurate play. However, due to 
the comedy of errors, Mr. Kauffman 
enjoyed the thrill that comes once 
in a lifetime.

been classified ao that a complete 
record has been 
obtained on all 


lakes, bogs, swamps, pineries, open 
lands, hemlock and hardwood stands, 
plow land, pasture and aspen 
An 


estimate has been made of all tim- 
ber by townships and a prediction 
made of what the open ana brush 
land will produce If planted to a 
proper species. A complete classifi- 
cation has also been obtained of 
Vilas-co cover by townships, types 
and sites. 


Studies were made between slow 


and rapid growing trees and yields 
per acre In merchantable timber and 
thickness of stand. In a strip of 
land 118 miles In length through 
Vilas, Oneida, Sawyer, an<J Ashland- 
cos all species of timber and the 
number of tree« per acre were tal- 
lied. In this area it was found that 
on an average acre there were 85 
popple, 77 hard maple, 62 white 
birch, 50 balsam aid 40 each of hem- 
lock and soft maple. There was in 
addition 29 yellow birch, 26 black 
spruce, 17 ash, 17 <-«'dar, 16 ironwood, 
10 oak, over 9 pin cherry, 9 tamar- 
ack, 7 basswood, nearly 6 elms and 
an average of over 3 white pine and 
one Norway pine. One white spruce 
was found on about two acres and 
there was a trace of jack pine.
